This 18 a quuHlioa whioh will un- 
doabledly dematjd aa unswor ftt the 
bands of the next Logislftturo. Proba- 
bly every member from the Muiulund, 
certainly every inombor from beyond 
ifew WeaimiuBter, will come to tbo 
now Hoaae pledged to give the question 
AO' affirmative aoHwor. We obaervo that 
Only onfl paper in ibo Proviuou is dib- 
posed to oppose the abolition ot ihef o 
tollB J bat that it colliiDg more than 
'^e were prepared to expeot. Wo invito 
the reader to glance at a few of those 
ooDBiderationa which, in car opinion, 
point to the dosirabitity ot aboliliou 
Hitherto totho^advooato of abolition baa 
"' been always met with the argnnubnt that 
tho Oolony inoarred a large debt for 
the conBtrnctlon of the trunk road' to 
Gariboo,and that these tolia werenocoB* 
sary to meet the interost and sinking 
fund oocasioned by that debt ; and it 
must bo oontcGBod tbut the argumonl 
had some weight in it. But Oonleder- 
atlon has ut ouce suvept away the debt 
and the argument. Objectord now urpu 
tho expense of maintaiuitig tho tniuk 
roiid in a state of repair an a rortnuii 
lor oontinuirig the tollg. Tliat oxpenHo 
is, wo believe, gieaily ovoresLimated. Do 
away with the the no inoonsidorublb 
expense of matDtaining two toll-gater^, 
and we think it will bo found that ttio 
road would not forma heavy chargo upon 
the public exchequer — corlaiuly iiotliiLif,' 
like tho BUm wbioh has bam named, ui 
it occurs to U8 to aak why tho road to 
. Cariboo shduld be met by tolls, while 
all the other roads in the United States 
are considered a' perfectly legitimate 
charge npon the general revenue. Is 
it bsoauso the amount ot money involv- 
ed is greater? Tho amount is not great- 
er in' proportion to tbo lunglii and sor- 
vicability of tbo road. Is it becaoso tbo 
road constitutes tbu great arterial hlgti- 
way through which the goldflolds aro 
drained? This appears to ua to bo a 
coneidorution which cmmeutly onUlloH 
tout road lo becciuio a cliargo npoa tho 
general revooup, ifivury cooiiuuuiiy in 
the IJnited Colony baa a v«ry largo 
and direct interest in the development 
of the mineral wealth of the iniorior ; 
. and we all know how lurgoly 
that dovolopinont is contingi'nt 
upon the cxisteui e of easy means of 
eotomnnicatiOQ with the seaboard.
